All commeth 
alike to all, tothe righteous and to the 'wicked,v, 3, One event 1s 
unto all, Secondly, this common conJition did not flow from 
our creation by Gods ſoveraigne right of dominion, but is an at 
of Gods juſtice upon Adams tall, Gods puniſhment npon all his 
poſterity, whereby the whole world of ercatures'is curſed unto 
them, as Gem, 3, appeares the execution of that doome, Gen. 2. /n 
the day thou eate theveof tho ſeals ſurely die. Thirdly, yet in the 
uplhot thereof ſhall be a vaſt difference between the Godly and 
wicked, even, as vaſt, as there is a diſtance betweene the higheſt 
- Heavenand the loweſt hell. Afarr, 25. 32. ſeparate them as rhe 


goates and ſheep, with a Come ye bleſſed; v.34; 8&y. 41. Depart ny

car ſed, v, 46. and the righteous ſhall goc into life cternall,and t 

wicked into everlaſting puniſhment. Fourthly, In ths interim 
the one and the other doe quite contrarily entertain, and improve 
theſe troubles : For firſt, the ungodlies great trouble is their tem- 
porall evils,ſo as in compare thereof they are inſen!ible of fpiriru- 
all oncs,(except ſuch as diſquiet their temporall. injoy ments)The 


godly arc quite contrary herein. For ſecondly, whereas the un». 
godly would never be weary of fin, even thuugh wearied in fin, 


but covet to be able to ſin infinitely, and rejoyce in life it (cle 
with all the accommodations thereof, only ſo farre as they inible 
them to glut themſelves with their lufts, though there be (how 
much more if there were not) an internall hcll of Conſcience, 
- andinf:rnall hell of torments to follow : the godly cſtceme a 


finning condition. to be the moſt hellifh-condition, and perfe-- 


holinefſ: they cſtceme the top-branch of their eternall happin:\f7, 
And thirdly, whereas the wicked conld be contented nevet to ſee 
+ Gods face, and enjoy his favour in Heaven, fo that they might n<- 
ver find his frowne and fecele his wrath in hell; the righteous on 
the contrary acknowledge Gods favour better then life it ſelfe, 
in whoſe preſence is fulneſk of joy, and at whoſe right handare. 
Ficalurcs for evermore. 
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the firſt uſe whereof is,for fatisfaRion of that queruleus query ; 
why God will be ſo harſh to his owne children , as the dodrine 
doth bould forth. The anſwer to which is two-fold, Firſt, that 
he ſeemeth (ſo, in putting them jato a common condition with 
others in the kindes of their ſufferings 3 but truly is not fo, through 
the vaſt diff:rene<, not only in the cloſe , but in carryio 
along throughout all their fuff:rings. All doth co» work for their 
ſpirituall andeternall good , as hath in part and will occafionally 
be more fully ſpecified, A ſecond further -anſwer is :. that the 
Gods providence ſuitcth beſt with his moſt wiſe diſpenſation; 
thus. Firſt, did the Godly wholy eſcape, and the wicked only 
ſuffer troublcs, this would make ſuch multitudes of mercinarie 
formall Chriſt:ans , that fincerity would not be diſcerned nor 
valued : whereas {:cing that we muſt through many tribulations 
enter into the kingdome of heaven, it ſo {lavethotf hypocrites 
that it is a notable tryall to ſincerity it ſ{cife, Satan thought it 
little to /obs commendations , that he ſerved God whilit that 
God had made an hedge about him, but thought that affli&ions 
would have ſtaggered and ſhattered his faith, though that /ob 
confateth him therein , which wasa great toyle to Satay. Many: 
can ſwallow dry meat for the pleafantnes of the ſauce, Therefore 
God orders Chriſtian profcilion to have ſower ſauce, to ſee if we 
will imbrace it meerly and intircly for Chriſt bis ſake. Second- 
ly,ontbe contrary ; did the wicked only cſ{cape, and the godly: 
only were troubled ; this would too-much daunt theſe, and ins 
courage thoſe : ſceing , that though it be not fo, yet the waters 
appeare 100 troubled, How Cid 7bs friends charge him fer an by* 
pocrite,becaule God had ſoafflited bim? which proved fo great 
atryall, that 1a the like caſe it did ſtagger David, and ſwelled 
up his adverſaries, that the Church ſuffered, and they proſpercd- 
Yea this moved paticnt Aoſes to be ſo itrangely importunate 
with God, not to deſtroy 1/raelin the wildernes,leaſt the Exp 
tians ſhould ſay, God brought them forth of Egype for miſchiete, 
to flay them in the mountajacs ; Yea, becauſe not able to bring 
them jnto| (naw, Therefore Gods wiſdome hath ordered it, 
that his juſtice (hall be ſatsfied by all.ſafcring alike troubles, and 


his grace and mercy (bewed, by ſoſanRifying troubles unto bis 
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childrens good , both of Grace and of Glory, 

A ſecond Ute is Exhortation, that we fhuffle not off troubles 
when God ſendeth them, bur paticntly imbrace, and lanQifiedly 
improve them : for feare that God double and treble them upo 
us for this our avoiding this common portion of mankind, a 
more ſpeciall livery which Chriſt (even ſince he was clad him- 
ſclfe therewith) hath put. upon all his diſciples to weare, Had 
we in England thus ſympathiſed with the Churches in Germaxy, 
and France, yea, more lately of Ireland, and Scotland, by Prayers 
and teares for them, with other ſuccour and aide, according to 
their neceſſities and our abilitics, together with ſclF-reformation, 
molt probably we might have eſcaped this fierce ſtorme, that 1s 
now pouring downe upon our own pates, even therefore becauſe 
we did put farre offthe evill day, when God ſummoned us to it. 
But alack we are fo farre from ſharing with our Brethrens ſuffe- 
rings, that we will not owne that generall charge of all Chriſt i- 
ans at all times, tobe crucificd to the world, and the world unto 
us: touſe the world as if we uſcd it not, by ſitting looſe unto it, 
and not faſhioning our ſelves after it, with the like, which in the 
middcſt of proſperity we ſhould doc,and yet in our moſt fad pre- 
ſent condition(when ſummoned to mourning and faſting) we 
pleaſe our ſelves inthe vaine delights of worldlings, that never 
knew nor taſted better, yea,and that with pleading for, and pra- 
Ailing of the ſame,and that by Miniſters of Chriſt, who would be 
countcd faithfull, I never heard nor faw the like in all my life, 
untill won _ very ou dayes: in fo m_ as when I cam 
up to London, (upon your Summons unto this preſent publike 
imployment) and was ſhewed ſach and ſuch Divines of note, I 
had much adoc to belcevc it,and (till it licth as Lead at my hearr, 
to conſider what ruffianly haire, what Cavalcrian of cloths, 
with anſwerable dict we are fallen upon,cven in theſe fad times, 
as caſie and looſe herein,.as. rigid and ſtrit in what is both of 
ſmaller evidence and conſtquence. Let me caſe my heart, and 


diſcharge my Conſcience in ſome meaſure herein. Asthe King- 


dome of Heaven ſtands not in meats and drinks, fo the heires of 
this ome ſhonld not ſtand fo much for them, nor take care 


ingd 
for —_— pomp and pleaſure : for after all rbeſe rhings ſeeke the

better, as in the oppoſition followerh : &uz ſeek ye firſt the King. 
dome of God: and having mct with ſuch choiſe game, ye will - 
never {toope to, nor ſtraine for ſo poore delights: as the Grey 
tound;that is well enter'd at the ſtately Dcere, will never again 
ſtraine hard after the filly goc-by-ground Hare, Our voluntary. 
excmplar abſtinence ſhould evidence, not that we arc not wor« 
thy of the world, but that it is not worthy of us : not: that theſe 
things arc too good for us, but we for them to place-our aff:&i. 
ons thereon: (ball we, becauſe we refuſe to have holy veſtments 
pinnedon us by Canon, confute this no m_ but by all looſe, 
new, coltly attire, and faſhions, Cavalcerc-like, that nothing of 
our outſide may hare any colour, or ſhew of gravity, and mo- 
dcſty ?- Certainly it was not ſo within theſe few yearcs, when 
the poore fugitives poſted to new England in another cut of 
haire and clothing, True, by their fruits you ſhall know them: and 
are not temperance and modelty ſome of theſe fruits? In ſo many 
thoufand plants, which God hath created, the Herbaliſt is able to 
diſtinguiſh cach one, not only by their fruits, but even by their 


_ kafesalſfo, bothfor colour and cut : and ſyre our outward drefſe 


(with your leave) may anſwer thereto, if not unto fruits, Whes. 
ther doe the Divines of other Reformed Churches, who owne 
no holy veſtments,take this Chriſtian Liberty (if not rather un» 
chriſtian licentiouſneſſe) to themſelves *> How ſhall- we weane 
others from that teat, which we' ſo banker after our ſelves? A 
Law from great Perfons that poore men: kill not Deere and

Secondly, becaufe out of God in ro 
Creature,no not in all the Creatures,is there full, certaine,and ſuf- 
ficient help, 1f theſe two be as ſtrongly confirmed, as they arc 
calily affirmed, I am ſure you cannot queſtion the validity of 
their proofe : For as much as inſtin& of nature teacheth every 
creature to fly thither for ſhelter, where it hopeth for help, and 
ſuccour ; as both David and Salomon tell us,that the Conics fly 
unto the holes of the rockegzas the Goats to the ſteep craggy tops 
thereof, Our only work therfore is, to make good theſe 2.rcaſons. 
The former one being the affirmative, and the exprefle third 
DodR. we ſhall mcet with it ſcaſonably there. | 
In the meane timeclecare we here the latter negative one,that 
out of God,in no ane, nonot in all thecreaturcs in one,is full,cer- 
tain,and ſufficient help : and that by theſe three Reaſons, 
Fir{f, becauſe all creatures are but inftrumentall fabſervient 
helps under God, in and for God, how, and how fartche plca- 
{cth: who ſtoppeth, turneth, ronteth, and overturneth them 2ll 
at his plcaſure : therefore in them, out of him, is no” ſafe repoſe 
tor hclpe; Lions, fire, water, winds, ſeas; yea, devils, and all the 
boſtes of Creatures are wholly at his beck, who'biddeth one goe

to Chriſt,defiring him thereupon to fay the word'only, and his 
ſcrvant ſhould be whole, We have plenty of Scriptures tocthew 
this in particulars, and (hall hercafter mention ſome of them.

creature to a his part, they all joyntly can afford ſufficient help 
in 81! cur wants and neceſlitics ? 

Anſwer, As he that trycth to pluck up a tree, if it ſettle after 
that ſhaking, it taketh faſter root, ſo will this ſecond reaſon be 
much firmer upon anſwer to this objeQion, that hath ſcemed to 
looſen it-: which I ſhall render three-fold, 


Firſt, grant we what is ſuppoſed in the objeRion, yet were it 


more wilc, ſafc,generous,and comfortable;to gocat once imme» 
diately to God,then ſeverally and ſcatteringly to the creatures 
for help; it is both rbe ſhorter cut, and the ſccurer way :, eſpcci- 
ally being ſo graciouſly invited P/al.z0.15. Call wpor me #n the 
day of trouble, I will deliver thee, and thou ſhalt hereby gloyifie me. 
W ho wall ſcrape to a keeper for a piece cf Veniſon, who may 
have free acccſ= tothe maſter of the game to aske and have ? 

A ſecond anſwer is, But foit is not, we recall what was gran- 
ted. For God reſcrveth to himſclfe his Royall Power Paramount 
to underwrite his Fat in all the workings of all his creatures, 
without which all is null and veide ( ipfs fatto) they will not, 
they dare nor, they cannot doc it. God preſently withdrawes 
his blefling from the creature, when man negle&teth him, and re» 
ſeth on it, And the groundof equity herein is fall of comfort: 
ra ncly God doth all thisin much grace and: mercy unto man; 
that man in a-conſtant free kind of familiarity may havorecourſe 
unto himſcife, whe without theſe occaſions and- invitations, 


would 
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would ſerve God as many gracekſſe children have ſerved their pa« 
rents, when they have put the ſtaffe wholly out of their own 
hands ſo that the child hath no farther hope to get any more from 
them, they flight them, and negleR all obſervance of them. As 
it was with the Prodigall fonne in the Goſpel, who having recci- 
ved his portion from his Father, went into a farre country, and 
returned not untill he wanted bread to fatisfie hunger ; whereas 
on the contrary, neceſſity enforceth us, as the caſe now ſtandeth, 
to bave daily reconrſe to God, and fo uſe bringeth onward to de- 
light therin, Hence our Saviour molt wiſcly tcacheth us to pray, 
Give us thus day onr daily bread, to enforce upon us a daily duty, to 
crave from hand to mouth, if not rather from mouth (in prayer)to 
hand ; and this is the true ground and reaſon of the duty of pray- 
er, and praiſing of God ; not to enforme him of our wants, who 
knoweth them better then our ſelves ; nor to quicken him to ſup- 
ply our wants, who is moreready to give, then we to aske, and 
preventeth us with requiſites uncraved ; leaſt of all that ke hath 
any need of; or 4dvantage by our ſervice, to whom the whole, 
creation can adde nothing, neither doth he want any thing ; nor 
any the like reaſons ; but meerly and purely in mercy and grace he 
will have us ſee our wants, know where is the ſpring-bead for 


ſupply, and to have recourſe thereto, to beget in ns his Saints and 


ſervants a delight to converſe with him, as he dealt with Adam

one; yea (30d hath wrouzht many miracles, even in naturall and 
civill affaires of men above and contrary to naturall principles, to 
convince his ſoveraignty,that we may goe to and reſt wholy on 
him, and not on the creature, 

Somuch (I hope not too much ) to ſettle the ſecond reaſon 
2painſt objections. The third and laſt reaſon of the clearing of 
the dotrine followeth : namely ( as the creature is only Gods 
inſtrument, the firſt reaſon : and but a partiall and particular 
helpe, the ſecond reaſon ) fo at the beſt as a creature, it is full of 
vanitic, emptineſſe and deceit, and will faile us moſt, when we 
moſt relic upon it, and therefore the Scripture frequently phra-» 
ſth, that it is alice, and feedeth with lies thoſe who flie unto 
it, Iſa.

The haile ſhall ſweepe away the refuge 
of lies, Jer.16.19, O Lord my ftrength, my fortreſſe, my refuge 11 
the day of aſffiftion,--=- ſurely our Fathers have inherited lies, vanity 
«n1things Wherein there 15n1 profit, - Briefly demonſtrate we this 
thus, Either the creature is a meecre naturall agent, without free 
choice; and this proveth a lic to us not by any venom? of malice 
init, but by Godsblaſting and curſing it to u3, for our truſting 
toit. Thus he maketh the carth 'as iron, and heaven: as brafſe 
untous, &e. Or ſecondly, if the creature be a voluntary agent 
(5are men and angels) then it often proveth alice to us in ran- 
cour of malice and perfidiouſacſſe, 
rels: the devill generally at laſt | 
coyne to witches,. his moſt faithfull ſervants, that ſhame in the 
world which he oweth them.- And witches themſctves utually. 
bewitch them or theirsat'aſt, through ſome checke. they rake, 
whe did moltfeare* and huatour them ; faving no power over | 
them who moli negte& atid defi thiem,”” Or thirdly, If good:

This particul2r 1, ..nſclves deceived, and fo deceiving others. And this ( be» 
ect Gel loved) isthe moſt candid interpretation that we can put upon 

dencing mans Very many of our preſent State affaires : we hope their failings 
weaknefle tho- are from humane frailtic, not from devilliſh malice and trew 
rough my fore cherie ; yet with all I ay : our charity hercin will helpe ws, 

g<tfulnelle, rot them who off:nd of malicious wickedneſs, God will find 
them out and call them to account, and as he mocketh not, {6 
will he not be mocked, The Lord give us all an awfull dread of 
him in what he b:truſteth us withall in this particalar. Laſtly, 
even good Angels proove a lic unto us, not by any malice or 
weakneſle in them, but by our caſting and forcing our hopes on 
them, promiſing our ſclyes more from them then they doe, dare 
or can promiſe to, or undertake for us. Though indeed proper- 
ly in this caſe (as in moſt ofthe others) we rather proove a lic 
unto our ſelves, forcing our flight to the creatures, which they 
woul4 not have us to doe. And herein are the Papilts againe mi» 
ſcrably foiled in their adoration and ioyocation of Saints and An- 
gels glorified, which they doe deteſt ; witnoſle that of 7ohbn,who 
falling at the Angels feet to worſhip him, he ſaid, See thow dve 

it not, 1 am thy fellow-ſer vant, Worſhip God, And the Scripture a- 

. boundantly chargeth us, that we doe not, and for that we doc 
truſt to our owne wits, wiſdome, wils,,wealth, ſtrength,favour 
of Princes, multitude of people or whatever creature ; even our 
inhcrent holineſſe, for that this alſo is a creature, not only when 
with the Papiſts placed in ſuperſtitious will worſhip, but when 
inthe truly holy works of the morall law, moſt religiouſly in 
faith performed, Thus have you the demonſtration of our ſecond 
doqrine ; the whole creature is vanitic and a lic to truſt in: 
Therefore it is the Saints wiſdome to flic unto and relic upon 
Godonly in all their troubles, Improve we it by Uſe. 

U/ci. . Asfirſk Reproofe of all bare negative not traſting in God; 
| though weſbould not fixeour truſt-elſewhere, yet even this - 
lone queſtioneth ( or rather denjeth ) Gods all wiſe, juſt, good

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would certainly truſt in him, What greater diſparagement to 
men in place, then to diſtruſt, or not to truſt them ( I now ſpeak 
ofa civill truſt dueto men in and for God, raiſed up by God, as 
meanes under him, which is lawfull, if it doe not out, nor over- 
top, but is ſub-ſcrvient unto our truſt in God) though they may 
faile in ability, in fidelity, through infirmity, death may fruſtrate 
all,yet what a ſowre upbraiding will theſe belch forth, asftomac- 
king the matter ; what will you-not truſt m2 ?

Thirdly, Theſe warres, they are moſt treacherous; no warre 

ſo treacherous as Ciyill warre, for there will alwaics be falſe bre- 
thren, that will labour to betray their brethren into the hands of 
the enemic, for it is a warre amongſt Brethren; and theſe are the 
times wherein we may take up the complaint of Jeremy, Icr. 9. 2, 
3545» and whercin we had need follow the example of Aſice. 
7-5-6. 
Fourthly,and laftly,theſe wars of all wars are moſt wwcomforr 
able. And therefore you ſhall read that when the people of IYeel 
had overcome the Beniamires, in ſtcad of rejoycing for the victory, 
they 211 fell a weeping becauſe of their brethren that were ſlaine, 
1 14 + 2To 2» . 

Theſe are the Reaſons why Civill warres are the worſt of wars. 
But of all Civill wars that ever were, none ſo wicked, none fo 
miſchicyousas the Civill warrcs of England, Of all the arrowes 
thatarc in the' quiver of Gods indgements, there is no arrow fo 
Parpe, fo keene, as this arrow that Gednow ſhoots out againſt 
Evgland, For there is a Generation of men riſen up amongſt us 
that fight againſt the Parliament whom they themſclyes did 
chooſe, and intruſt with their lawes, libertics, and-teligion. Men 
that fight againſt a Reformation : That fight themſelves into Po- 
pery, Slavery, and Beggery. That joyne with the Paps/ts of Eng- 
land, and Popiſh Rebels of Ireland to fight (as they lay) A: 
Proteſtant Religion, That fight for their” Liberties evils the Par-" 
liament, the great and onely Conſervator 'of their Liberties. That 
eall God torecord that they intend nothing but the preſervation 
of the Proteſtant Religion, and of the liberties of the people, and 
yet endeyour by all treachery and bloudy ways to ſubyert Religion 
and Liberties. That God ſhould ſuffer ſuch multitudes of men to 
be ſo farre drunke with crror, and tobe fo farre blinded with pre- 
Judice, thisisa judgement of all 7 moſt my —- 
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Uſe 1. 


Now all theſe are the fruits of our diviſions, and therefore 
certainely, Icſug Chriſt might well ſay, or if Chriſt had not 
faid it , our owne experience would haye taught us the truth 
of this Text : Every Kingdome divided againſt it ſelfe # brought 
to deſolation, and every houſe, and every.citie divided againſt it ſelfe 
fall not and, This 18 all that I thall ſay for the explication of the 
Doctrine.

If intriafecall diviſions be fo deſtructive to the Kingdome, let 
us weepe and mourne before the Lord this day, at the conſidera» 
tian of the /4d condition that England is in at this prelent. This 
day isa day of weeping and mourning : And I ſhall preſent a fub- 
jeR hetore you that will move you to teares if there be any 
bowels of compallian in you, and to fay as Jeremie 14.17. Let

eyes, and hard hearts. It z« reportedof Cato, that from the time 
that the Civill Warres began in Rome betweene ( «ſar and Pompey, 
he was never ſeene to laugh, or to Waſh his face, or to fave his beard, 
or cut hu haire. This example will riſe up in judgement againſt 
many of us who are ſo unatfeRted and inſenſible of the great and 


ellifle calamities of e Enpland, once a pleaſant Pard-

If Divifions deftroy a Nation, it isa miracle of mercy that Eg- 
land is yet a Nation : for pur diviſions are multiplied exccedi 
ly. Our timesrun all upon diviſions, and ſubdiyifions. We may fay 
of England,as Anſtin of eAfrice, That it is divided in minutuls 


- fruſtsla,it 1s crumbled into very little little pieces. I will bring

England made a whip with ſIx flrings to whip many godly 
to 7-th-This was inf the eighths Low There was a ww 4,07 
the Parliament of England did ſolemnly upon their hyees abinre the 
Goſpel, and deſire reconciliation With Antichriſt. This was done in 
9. Maries dayes ; after which followed the bloody perſecution by 
the Lawes then eſtabliſhed. And though theſe Lawes were after- 
wardsrepcaled , yet how often have we Apoſtatized from God 
fnce that time? And cvenat this very day, though there be mach 
talke of Reformation; yet (alas) there wasnever lefle pratti/e of 
Reformation. Our Churches indeed are Reformed, but our hearts 
and lives are no whit Reformed, Onr high altars are taken down, but 
our high mindes are not taken down, The Worſhip of God # purer but 
the Wor ſhippers are 4s impure 4s ever. We have no bowing to the 
name of Jeſus, no _ to eAltars, Images,and Crucifixes, There 
% leſſe knee- Jaolatry ; but I feare me, we have 4s much heart- Tdola- 
try 4s ever, 44 much Covetonſneſſe, 4s much truſting to an Armt of 
fleſh as ever. And though our 1dv/atry be lefle, yet Adutterics,and 
Fornications, were never more, I cannot fay pum/bed, but T malt 
rather ſay, Never more committed, and never leſſe puniſhed, Doe 
not men boaſt of their adulteries,and yet eſcape unpuniſhed ? It is 
a mercy of God , that ſcandaloms HMinifters are thruſt out of their 
livings. ButI beſecch you tell me, 1s there a Law to puniſh a ſcars 
delous Munifter ; and is there no Law to puniſh a ſcandalous Gentiles 
man , anil a Lord diſo if he grow ſcandators ? Shall the C heap-fide 
Creſſe be taken down (wherein you have done well;) and ſhall 
your Cheapfide iniguities, your Cheapſide adulteries. yet remaine ?

And cſp:cially, Let usbemoane, and bewaile the Diviſions that 
arc amongſt our ſelycs here at home: That we that are all ingaged 
the ſame Cauſe, and inthe ſame Coycnant , and that arc under 
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the ſame condemnation, under the unjuſt charge of Rebellion, 
that there ſhould be ſuch differences , and ſuch diviſions amongſt 
vs, evenamoneſt us, whole heart doth not bleed to thinke of it?

Som: arc 
Browniſts, that ſay , That all our Aimiſtery is Awtichriſtian , and 
ear Worſhip, and Charches eAntichriſtian. Some are of no Church 
at al,, belceving all Churches to be talſely conſtituted, and there» 
fore refuſe to joyne with any Church in the worſhip of God, and 
waite till God raiſe up Apoltles 10 plant new Churches. Some 
beleeve that the Sowle dyeth with the body , and that both ſhall riſe 
againe at the laſt day. Others begin to ſay , they b:leeve that the 
Soule is mortall, as well as the Body,and that there isno Reſwrrett;e 
0, nzither of Souleor Body. Sotne plead for an :[imited tolera- 
tion of all Religions, It would ſeeme a wonder, it I ſhould reckon 
how many ſeparated ( ongregations, or rather Segregations there 
are in the Citie : What Churches againſt Churches, 8&c. But [ 
forbeare. The Lord knows, that I mention theſe things with a 
fad heart , and that I doe not hereby intend toe cxaſperate your 
Lordſhips againſt the perſons that hold theſe opinions, aboye what 
the Wordof God doth clearely require at your hands; or to wwo- 
ver any nakedxeſſe of our Deare Mather that was unknown before, 
but oncly to preſent before youour 1ad and miſerable condition; 
that thereby you may be quickned unto prayer , ſtirred pp to bu-

fions that were amengſt the Chriſtians (as the Hiſtories of the 
Primitive times informe us) to the great diſgrace of Chriſtian 
Religion. And I wiſh this might not alſo be verified of our 
dayes. ; 
,* PN Hereby the happy Reformation that all good people 
expett and long for, 15 much hindered. For as the building of Babel 
was hindered by the confuſion of Tongues, ſo is the building of 
$1:0n alſo. For every man drives his owne p' ivate way of Refor- 
mation, and ſtrives to hinder all other wayes that arc oppoſite to 
his way. Itis with us in England, as it was with the Suiters in 
Plutarch, who becauſe they could not all of them obtaine the 
Virgin they ſucd for, agreed to cut her in pieces, and every one to 
eabitofher. We are all Suiters for a Reformution,and becauſe 
we cannot get ſuch aone as may pleaſe every man, hence come 
_ our D#vifjons ; by which what doe we elſe but agree together to 
-\ cutthe Kingdome in piecesand every man to take his morſell?.E- 
Epiphan. hareſ. piphanins telsa fad [tory of Meletins, and Peter Biſhop of Alcx- 
68. andria, both confeſlors of the Chriſtian faith, both of them con- 
demned ad metalla, tor their profeſſion, who upon a ſmall diffe- 
tence fell into ſo great a Schiſme, that they drew a partition be- 
tweene eachother in the Prifon, and would not held communion 
mthe ſame worſhip of Chriſt, for which notwithſtanding they. 
joyntly ſuffered ; which diflention of theirs did cauſe ſuch a rent 
and ſe& in the members of the Church, that it did merc hurt then 
any perſecution of the cnemie. Tuſt fo isour conditions For we 
arc here in Loxaex, and inthe Aﬀleciated Countics, ſhut up asm 
a Priſon, (for we darc not trayell beyend our line) and whileſt 
we 
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wearc in priſon we draw partitions one from another, and ſepa» 
rate from one another, whileſt we are all ſuffering for the ſame 
cauſe, And this hinders Reformation more then all that the enc- 
mic can doe to ob!truR it, 

Thirdly, Hereþy the good cauſe We fight for u exceedingly diſpa- 
raged. For doe we not heare the enemie boalting and faying, Theſe 
arc the men that cry downe Prelacy : you fce they can agree in 
nothing but in Azarchie and confuſion | Arc there not many that 
beginne to grow weary of theſe wares, and cold in the proſe- 
cution of the Parliaments melt juſt cauſe, even for this very rea» 
ſon, becauſe they know not amongſt ſo many Religions (asthey 
call them) for what Religionthey fight ? 

Fourthly, Hereby the ememtie us monch encoxraged. His hope of 
conquering is built upon our Divitions. And therefore he doth as 
Medea did, who when ſhe fled away with s/o, and was purſued 
by her father, tooke her brother Ab/yr1»#, and cut him in pieces, 
and ſcattered him in the way that the fledin, that fo ber father 
' might be buſicd in taking up the ſcattered pieces of his fonne, and 
ſhe in the meane time the ſecurely away. Even fo doc our ene- 
mies labour to cut us in pieces by our diviſions, (for the encmie 
hath a chiefe ſtroke in our diviſions) that they in the meane tune 
may ſecurely ſtudy our ruine, while we arc gathering up our divj- 
ded parties. | | 

Fifthly, Hereby the hearts of people are mightily diſtratted, 
many are hindered from converſion, and even the godly themſelves 
have loft much of the power of goalmeſſe in their lives, I ay, 
The hearts of people mightily diſturbed , while one Miniſter 
preacheth one thing as a truth of the Goſpel, and another Mini- 
ſter preacheth the quite contrary with as much confidence as the 
former. And thus, as Optatus faith, Inter licet tuwwm & nou licet 
neeum nutant & remigant anime Chriſtianorum, While one Mi- 
niſter faith, and another faith No, the common s minds 


arc mightily diſtracted. Ard alſo are hindred from converſion. | 


For who Will venture into a ſhip that #@ toſſed With contrary Waves, 
«1d ready to finke ? And cventhe godly themſelves are much de- 
cayed inthe ſtudie and practiſe of faith and repentance, and of the 
power of godlinefſe. For all their time is ſo mach taken up with 
unneceſlary diſputations, as that they have little leaſure to __ 
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and to ſtudy to increaſe in holinefle. Inter dip utardum religio a- 
mirtitur, The truth is, Here © ſo much difpute abeut the govern- 
ment of Chri(t in our C hurches, a that there #4 little of Chriſts go- 
wvernment in our hearts or bouſes. So much diſpute about the ya- 
thering of Churches, as that there were never fewer gathered really 
ro the C hurchthen in theſe our dayes. 

Sixthly, By theſe divifiens godly Minifters are mightily diſcone 
raged: in fo much as there are many that grow weary of their 
ſtandingsin Gods Church, and beginno to thinke of leaving their 
places, and of going to live in private, and to ſhut themſelycsupin .. 
their Studies, ( as Luther was once counſelled) and to cry, De- 
mine miſerere noſtrs. 

Seventhly, Hereby a doore tu opened to all kind of Athei/me : For 
doc not our profanc men begin to ſay, We know not of what Re- 
ligion to be, and therefore we will be of no Religion. If we held 
of ſuch, others will condemne us, and if we hold of them; others 
alſo will condemne us; and therefore we will ratherftand Nen- 
ters, and profefle no Religion at all? 
 Eighthly, Hereby God # neceſſitated to prolong our Warres : For 
all the bloud-thirſtic Cavaliers are but as ſo many Shepherds dogs 
ſent out by God to gather his ſheep together. Gods people are 
now as ſheepe ſcattered one from the other to the reproachof 
Religion, and diſhenour of God ; and God hath fent the enemy 
as his dog to call them all together , and till this be fully accom- 
pliſhed theſe dogs will not be taken off: 

Ninthly, Theſe diviſions open a Wide doore to the utter ruine 
and defiruttion of the Kingdome. For they bring in deadly hatred 
above the hatred that is canſed by Csvill difſentions; even tuch a 
hatred that kurſteth aſfunder the very bonds of nature it ſelte, as 
Chriſt foretcls, /0h.16.2. They foal kill you, and thinke they det 
therein Ged good ſervice. What abominable hatred was there be- 
tween the/eW and the Simaritene; in ſomuch as that the Wo- 
man of Samaria wondered that C hriſt would aske a little wa- 
ter of her that was a Samaritane ? From this hatred followeth, 
Excommunications, Anathematizations, &c. And from thence | 
. tofire and fagot, and toas exquiſite torments as the wit or malice 
of men could invent. Witneſſe the tenne Perſetutions. Witneſſe 
the Spaniſh [nquiſfition. Witneſſe the Pariſian Maſſacre of the 
| Proteſtants 
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Preteffants upon BartholomeW Eve,” Winneſſe 'Qucene aries 
bleudy dayes, Witneſſe the Diviſions of the Greeke Chutches 
bet weene the imoronrdge; and £1X0v0eTPO1, and divers others of 


that kind (Pezeliue reckons tenne) which diviſions firſt brought 


in the Saracens, and afterwards 'the Turks, who are the great 
ſcourge of Chriſtendome to this day. - Theſe- and many more are 
the miſchiefes that ariſe from our diviſions abont matters of Re» 
ligion. |

It all the Teſwites in the 
Chriſtian world ; If all the Devils in hell ſhould joyne together,to 
deviſe a way toundoe the Parliament, and the good Cauſe they 
manage, they could not invent a readicr way then by dividing you 
one from another at this time. This makes you to fight againſt 
your ſelves, to murder your ſelves; your Cauſe, your Religion, 
and to murder all that adhere unto you. Hereby God is diſhonou» 
red, Reformation hindered, Religion diſcredited, the good Caulc 
diſliked, the Enemie ſtrengthened ; You are weakened , your 
Counſcls diſturbed, the Warre prolonged, the Power of godlj- 
nefſe abated, &c. as hath beene —_— mentioned.

that they might know the (trength of their adverſary, ſent fortha 
Maſter-Wolfe as their Scout : The Scowt returnes and tels the 
Wolves, That indeed the Dogs were more in number, but yet 
they ſhould not be diſcouraged « For he obſerved, That the Dogs 
were not one like another ; a few maſtives there were ; but the 
molt were little c#rres, which could onely barke but not bite, and 
would be afraid of their owne ſhadow. Another thing alſo he 
obſerved which ſhould much encourage them, and that was, That 
the Dogs did marchasif they were more offcnded with themſelves 
then with us ; not keeping their ranks, but grinning, and ſnarling, 
and biting ; and ſomerimes tearing each other, 4s if they would ſave 
* a laboxr. And therefore let us march on reſolutely, for owr ene- 
mics, are their oWne enemies; enemics to themſelves, and their 
owne peace ; they bite and deyoure cach ether, and therefore we 
ſhall certainly devoure them.

The Herodians and the Phariſees, 
though diſſenting one from another, yet both agree againſt Chriſt, 
Mar.12.13,,The Herod;ans were Conrtiers, and ſought to bring 
in Tyranny ; the Phariſees were popwiar, and ſought to maintaine 
the peoples liberties; and yet they both joyned together again(t 
{ briſt. thus did the Saddwces and Phariſees alſo. Thus A. 17. 
18. The Epicares and Stoiques combine againſt Pal. Shall 
conſpire with the Phariſees and Saddwces to betray Chriſt Þ and 
ſhall the Diſciples of Chriſt fall out amongſt themſelyes? Shall 
Paul and Barnabas divido one from another ? God forbid | Shall 
the 1rifh Rebels, the Oxford Lords and Gentlemen, the Engliſh 
Papiſts, and the Engliſo Biſhops : The Proteſtants at large, and the 
ſeduced people all agree together like Sampſons Foxes with fire» 
brands at their taylesto bnrne three Kingdomes ? And (hall not 
we agree together to fayo three Kingdomes? Shall the Liens, 
Bearee, Tygers, Wolves, Lambes and Sheepe, &c- that were ſhut 
upin the Arke, agree together while they were in the Arke? 
(for we doe not read that they did hurt one another all that 
while) And ſhall not we that are ſhut up here, in Loxdoy, and ia a 
few aſſociated Countics asin an Arke, agree together to preſerve 
one another from aDeluge of Waters that is drowning us all, 
though we ſhould differ in ſome few things one from another? \ 
Seyenthly, Conſider the very Heathen. how carefull they have 
beene to maint aine nnitic and peace in times of publique danger , and 
how carefullto lay afideall private quarrels. I will inſtance onely 
inthe fpeechof Ariftides to Themiſtocles. Platarch tels us, that 
from thcir yery childhoods they did differ one from the other, and 
never conld agree. But when a common enemy came agai 
them, then Ariftides comes by night to Themiſtocles, and ſaith 
unto him, $s ſapimmns, owiſſa'taudem inven ls et inani concertations, 
comtentionem de ſervanda Gracia ſalubrem boneſtamq; ſuſcipianms, 
; &c. Let ws leave all youthly contentions, and rend k to

| is brooght (as [ have ſaid) 25an argument to prove that Chriſt did | 


not caſt out Devils by the power of Bel/zebnb, becauſe then Satan 
ſhould be divided againſt himſelfe, and ſeeke his ownraine which 
he willneyer doc. There is peace amongſt the Devils in hell. And 
certainly there cannot be better Mulicke to the Divels1a hell,then 
to ſee the Parliament divided againſt it felf= ; and the Cory diyi- 
ded againſt it felfe ; and the Godly Miniſters divided againſt theme 
ſclves at ſuchatime as this is. 

Ninthly, and eſpecially, Conſider the Lord leſus Chrift whois 
the Great Peacemaker, who came int> the world when all the 
world was at peace ; at whoſe birth the Angels (ang, Glory to God 
#1 bigh, and inearth peace : who when he was dying left a Legaſie 
of peace to his people, and gave his Diſciples a NeW Commande- 
ent, to love one another : (which was therefore called a New 
Commandement, becauſe it was inforced with a new example; 
eventhe cxample of Chriſtslove tous) Who when he maye that 
admirable Prayer, ob» 17. the chicte part of it was, 'that God 
world make his children one, as he and the Father were one. And he 
gives the reaſon of it, ver/c 21. That the world may beleeve that 
them haſt ſent me. The world will not belceve in Chrift when 
they ſeo Chriſtians diſagree, Nothing hinders men from belcevitg 
in Chriſt more then the differences and diviſions of thoſe that doe be- 
keve in Chriſt, It is an excellent obſervation of Atharaſirs : That 
the very manner of Chrilts death doth preach the Doctrine of 
Vnitie and love to Chriſtians. For Chriſt was not ſawen aſunder 
as the Prophet 1[aiah was. He was not beheaded as Iohn Baptiſt 
w4. There was not a bone of bu briken, nor any whit of his fare 
wmvext rent or torne. And all this totcach Chriſtians: (faith he) robe 
at unitic within themſclves. Was not a bone of Chriſt broken upon 
the Croſſe, and ſball all by members breaks in pieces now he's in hea- 
ven? Was bis garment kept Whole, and ſhall his body be rent and 
zorne in pieces ? This is Panls Argument to perſwade the divided 
Corinthians to Peace and Vaitie, 1 Cor.1.13. /s Chrift divided? 
And Why are Chriſtians divided if Chriſt were not divided ? Why 
doth one ſay, I am of Paul; another, [ am of Apolto ; another, 1 
ans of Cephas, &c. And therefore if you be Chriſtians live in loye 
and unitic, as the Diſciples of {clus Chriſt, that fo the world may 
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Oh that theſe Aſotives might take deepe rooting in yoar affe- 
ions: And that everyone in his place would labour after Peace 
and Vnitic. That you that are Magiſtrates and Iuſtices, would 
bind your ſelves to the peace | It is no diſcredit in this ſenſe tobe 
bound to the peace. You are called [uſtices of the Peave, not becauſe 
you ſhould hold your peace when God would haye you to ſpeake; 
but becauſe it is your dutic to make peace, and to keep peace. Let 
all godly Minifters preach up the duty of brotherly love, which is 
quite forgotten amongſt moſt Chriſtians. It is a datie quite dead 
ard buried; let us labour that. it may have a ſpeedy reſwrrettion. 
The Apoſtle faith, 1 7 heſ.q4.9. As toxching brotherly love ye need 
not that I Write wato you. &c. But we Miniſters, now a daycs, 
need to write and preach of no duty more then this. And then let 
all Minifters and people, Pray for the peace of leruſalem, and give 
the Lord no reſt untill he make England and Irelana, a praiſe in the 
earth. Let us pray for peace, and fight for peace, and contribute 
our money willingly for a peace. For indeed, all our fighting, and 
all our vaſt expences, arc but as wayes and meanes toa ſafe and 
well grounded peace. Let ws fight for peace, with peace one towards 
axother. And let usnot complaine and murmur at the greatneſſe 
of our contributions ; but remember the ſtory of the old coyetous 
Miſer that hang himlclfe to fave charges ; and his man comming 
inunawaresand ſccing his Maſter a hanging, cut the rope in pieces 
and thereby ſaved his Maſters life. The Maſter being recovered, 
inſtead of thanking his man, fell a chiding of him becauſe he cut 
the rope in pieces, and fo did put him to the charges of a new 
rope : whereas he ſhould rather have untied it, then cut it. This 
man, you will ſay, did little deſerve to have his life faved. Iuſt 
ſuch is eur.condition. Our cruell cncmies arc ready to devoure 
and deſtroy us. All that the Parliament doth, is tocut the rope in 
pieces with which they would hang us. And if we be put to more 
then ordinary charge, let usnot grumble at thoſe expences which 
are the preſervation of oxr lives, That man iu unworthy to live, thas 
murmurs to lay out alittle money to ſave bu life. 

But bere I muſt put in three Caycats, & beſecch you 5» the firſt 
place, toremember that when I ſpeake ſo much for unity, I would 
alſo haye you to remember that Vanm & verum convert wnewr. 
That awicy. without veri7, is not . true peace, but aconfpiracy. Om 
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" concordia in veritate.” Unity.coyned With falſhood ts exocrable 
adulterie, faith { yprian. When unitic and falſhood are married 
together, it isno JaWfull marriage, but execrable adultery. If | can- 
not haye peace with men, but I muſt loſe my peace with God; 
farewell peace with men that I may keep my peace with God. 
One great reaſon why we have ſo little peace upon earth, isbe- 
cauſe. we ſeck after it more then after the glory of God in 
heaven, 

You will muſt remember in the ſecond place, that this Vnity that 
we mult labour after, muſt be ina Scripture Way, The Primitive 
Charch tor Vaity ſake, and to prevent Scliſmes, ſet up one Preſ- 
byter as a Biſoop to rule over the reſt with Aſatornty of power in 
Juriſdiction and Ordination, But this at beſt was but a hnmang ix- 
vention, and it proved anincreaſer of Schiſme and Diviſion. The 
Papifts ſet up the Pope to preſerve unicic s But he is the greateſt 


' Appleof (trife the Chriſtian world hath. Tt will be our care to ſtu- 


dic to promote amirie in ſuch a Way, which the Scriptures hold 
forth, and this will proſper. 
You mult alſo remember 5» the thirdplace, that our wwitie,peace, 


and love, as it mult be in the truth, fo it mult be i= ir#rh. It muſt 


be cordialland reall. Oh, that I could once ſee all Gods people 
of ene 'ip, as it was betore the contuſion of Tongues, Gen. 1 1, 1.

Solomon had foriaken Godby Idolatry , Ges preſently divided 
his Kingdoeme from him. And God threateneth Jerems. 13. 1 $- 
That becauſe bispeople had forſaken him, that therefore he would 
fill the Inhabitants of -Teruſalem with ng, and he Would 
daſh them one againſt another, even the fathers and the ſonnes toge- 
ther, he would not pity; &c. You ſhall find alſo that when « King 
and K ingdome returned to God, then they had peace, and flouriſned 
in all outward bappireſſe, 2 Chron. 15.3,4,5,6,8,1 2,1 3,19. 3 Chron. 
17.3,5,6.10. And therefore if eyer you would cure England's 
diſtraions to purpoſe ; ſtrike at the root and cauſe of our diviſions 
Let us labour to find out all thoſe finnes that ſeparate between co 
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and God ; And when you have found them out,you muſt not deale 
with them as the Parliewene doth with priſoners which 
they take , wing them more kindly and conrteoufly then: they 
were uſed before they were priſoners : nor as Devid would have 
his ſonne Abſo/om.,concerning whom he gave a ſtrict charge, that 
they ſhould uſe him kindly for his fake : bat you muſt doe as the 
Oxford men doe with our priſoners, uſe them cruelly. Doe as 
Teſona did with the five Kings whom firſt he ke Fong 
ſoncrs in a Cave, and afterwards ſent for the upon thei 
necks, and hang them up before the Lord. Thus muſt we deale 
with our finnes,and then we ſhall have peace. For as the lines in 
circumference that are dr awne to the Center, the neerer they are to 
the Center, the neerer they are one to another : So the HECT.OT ANY 00M 
come to God in ſimilitude and likeneſſe, the neerer they will be 
oe to another in wnitic and love.

ina Miniſter, that he ſhould be one T hat # »0t [conc angry, Titus 1, 
7. andone that is patient, no ſtriker, no brawler, 1 Tim. 3.3 Mcck- 
neſſe, and Patience, and Mortification, are neceflary Ingredients 
into that Medicine that mult cure our divided Kingdome. For as 
angry man tirreth up ftrife, and a furious man abounderh in tranſ- 
greſtions, Prov. 29. 22. Unmortificd affettions we the cauſe of 
much diſturbance in Families and Cities. And therefore Chriſt 
faith, Mar.g. 50. Have ſalt in your ſekves, and have peace one with 
awotber. This ſalt is the ſalt of Mortification. We muſt labour to 
have our anger mortified; our love of the world mortified ; or 
pride mortified ; and this will be a notable meanesto make ns at 
peace one with another.

The deliverance of the 1/ractizez out of £gyp! was one of the 
molt famous deliverances that ever God gave to'a people: and 
that both in regard of the mighty wonders manifeſted therein, 


and alſo in go of the great dittreſies, from which they were 
t 


delivered by thoſe wonders.” No wonders are more frequently 
repeated and brought to the mindes of Gods people in the old 
Tcſtament then theſe. The fwycet Si .of 1/rae}, that man af- 
ter Gods own heart, having his heart with an holy admirs- 
tion of Gods wonderfall workes, thus exemplificth them, He 
Wrowght his ſignet in Egypt , and his Wonders in the ficld of Zoay, 
Pſal.78.43. (Zoun was a royall City in Egype, called by the 
Greekes and Latines T anis) - And Pſal.135.9, He ſent tokens and 
Wonders inte the midft of thee, O Egypt, And ſpeaking of Gods 
Miniſters he faith, 7 hey ſhewed his Wonders in the Land of Ham, Pſal. 
105.27. Theſe are the wonders which Gods people are called 
upon to remember, P/a/.105.5. Remember his marvellons Workss 
that be hath done, bis Woxders and the judgements 'of bis mouth. And 
they which lightly paſſed them over or - forgate them arc thus 
blamed, Our fathers underſtood uot thy Wonders in Egypt, they re- 
membred not the maltitude of thy mercees.
